TRADE UNION UNEMPLOYMENT RETURNS. 


The only records of unemployment available continuously over a long period of years at short intervals 
are the quarterly percentages reported by trade unions to the Commonwealth Statistician. The membership 
of the reporting unions consists predominantly of males, and represents at present about 55 per cent. of the 
total trade union membership and between 25 and 30 per cent. of all wage and salary earners. For some States 
and some industries the returns are more representative than for others. This table, therefore, should not be 
read as indicating the relative degree of unemployment amongst unionists in the individual States or industrial 
groups. It is an indication of trend of unemployment as estimated or recorded by secretaries of those trade 
unions which supply returns. Returns are not collected from unions whose members are predominantly in 
permanent employment (Governmental, &c.) or casual employment (wharf labourers, &c.). The percentages 
relate to unemployment due to all causes except unemployment of those directly involved in industrial disputes.

EXPORT PRICE INDEXES. 


These index-numbers are compiled from the prices of 20 commodities which normally constitute 
about 80 per cent. of all exports. For some metals and for wheat (from July, 1945 to September, 1951), the 
index of prices is deduced from average value of current sales or shipments and hence shows some irregularity. 
From October, 1951, the prices used for wheat are the estimated average realizations after weighting prices 
of quota and non-quota wheat. 

SIMPLE AGGREGATIVE INDEX: FIXED WEIGHTS. 

In this index the prices of the commodities are multiplied by the average annual exports (production 

in the case of gold) during the three years 1933-34 to 1935-36.

MONTH-TO-MONTH INDEX: CHANGING WEIGHTS. 


The index-numbers in the two preceding tables, while they indicate satisfactorily the general trend of 
the market, take no account of the relative quantities aceeally sold at the different prices ruling during each 
month. In consequence the index-numbers do not give an adequate indication of the significance of the price 
movements as they actually affected current sales. This is shown more accurately by the index-numbers 
(including gold) in the following table, in the computation of which the “ quantity-multiphers "" are changed 
each month. The index-numbers are designed solely for comparisons of current prices with those of the 
corresponding months, or periods of months, of the preceding year.

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PRIMARY PRODUCTION PRICE INDEXES. 


The annual index-numbers shown in the following table relate to average “ prices ’’ of primary products 
realized in the principal markets of Australia. The “ price ’’ data used are average unit values for the total 
quantities of the relevant commodities produced or marketed in each year and the index-numbers therefore 
measure both the effects of changes in prices (as such) and of variations in the quality, type, usage, &c., of 
products marketed. “The index-numbers for any year relate to the average values of primary products erodticed 
or marketed in that year, irrespective of the periods in which payment is received by producers. 


The Farming Index-numbers shown below are the Revised Series (December, 1952) in which average 
quantities of each product marketed in the period 1946-47 to 1950-51 have been used as fixed weights. 


The preliminary Farming Index-numbers for 1951-52 and 1952-53 are based mainly on the recorded or 
estimated movement in average values for the major farm products. They will be reviewed from time to time 
as further “ price’ data become available.

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WHOLESALE TRADE. 


An indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the 
Sales Tax Acts. The returns do not relate to all wholesale trade, and exclude sales of vendors trading only 
in exempt goods. They do not necessarily cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects of 
legislation and administrative changes on the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively are 
somewhat uncertain, but total recorded sales are affected in smaller degree. Insufhcient information is 
available to enable adjustments to be made to the crude figures on this account. Monthly totals are 
compiled on a basis comparable with the monthly averages for preceding years.
